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GOVERNOR  BRIAN  SCHWEITZER 

Gov.  Brian  Schweitzer  is  a  farmer  and  rancher  who  held  no  elected  office  prior  to  being 
elected  Montana  governor  in  2004,  the  first  Democrat  after  sixteen  years  of  Republican 
governors.  He  was  elected  to  a  second  four-year  term  on  Nov.  4,  2008.  The  grandson  of 
Irish  and  Ukranian  immigrants  to  Montana  who  homesteaded  in  Hill  County,  Gov.  Schweitzer 
was  bom  in  Havre  Sept.  4,  1955  to  parents  Kay  and  Adam  Schweitzer  and  spent  childhood 
years  on  his  parents’  cattle  ranch  in  the  Judith  Basin  near  Geyser.  The  governor  graduated 
from  Holy  Cross  Abbey,  Benedictine  Monastery,  in  Canon  City,  Colo.  He  has  a  bachelor  of 
science  degree  in  international  agronomy  from  Colorado  State  University  and  a  master  of 
science  in  soil  science  from  Montana  State  University,  Bozeman.  The  governor  is  married 
to  Nancy  Hupp  who  is  from  Billings  and  has  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  botany  from  Montana 
State  University,  Bozeman.  After  graduating  from  MSU,  they  worked  overseas  on  agricul¬ 
tural  projects  including  building  of  irrigation  projects  and  development  of  dairy  facilities  in 
Saudi  Arabia.  Returning  to  Montana  in  1986,  the  couple  owned  and  operated  farms  in 
Flathead,  Sanders,  Rosebud,  and  Judith  Basin  counties.  Their  current  home  residence  is  at 
Georgetown.  In  1993,  he  was  named  to  the  Montana  USDA  Farm  Service  Agency  Commit¬ 
tee.  He  was  elected  in  2008  as  Democratic  Governors  chair  and  was  the  key  speaker  on 
energy  at  the  2008  National  Democratic  Convention  in  Denver.  The  governor  and  his  wife 
have  three  children,  sons  Ben  and  Khai  and  daughter  Katrina. 
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LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR  JOHN  C.  BOHLINGER 

Lt.  Gov.  John  C.  Bohlinger,  a  third  generation  Montanan,  was  born  in  Bozeman  April  21, 
1936  to  parents  John  and  Aileen  Bohlinger.  In  1941,  John,  his  sister  Tina,  and  their  parents 
moved  to  Billings  where  his  parents  opened  a  women’s  apparel  store  called  Aileen’ s.  Lt. 
Gov.  Bohlinger  attended  Billings  Senior  High  School  and  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  during  his  senior  year.  After  graduation,  he  attended  the  University 
of  Montana,  then  was  called  to  active  duty  between  his  sophomore  and  junior  years.  He 
served  in  the  Marines  and  then  returned  to  the  University  of  Montana  where  he  earned  a 
degree  in  business.  After  graduation,  he  returned  to  Billings  to  work  in  the  family  business. 
The  lieutenant  governor  is  a  former  Montana  legislator,  elected  as  a  Republican  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  from  1993  to  1998  and  in  the  Senate  from  1999  to  2004.  During  his  33- 
year  career  as  a  small  businessman,  he  worked  for  many  community  organizations  in  the 
Billings  area.  He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Billings  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  First  Interstate  Bank  West,  Yellowstone  Boys  and  Girls  Ranch  and  the  Billings 
Studio  Theater.  John  served  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
Society,  and  as  a  member  of  the  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church  Parish  Council.  He  also  has 
served  as  president  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Yellowstone  Art  Museum  and  president 
of  the  Billings  Symphony.

Ryan  Zinke 
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Lawmakers  of  Montana 

A  great  tradition  dating  back  more  than  half  a  century,  “Lawmakers  of  Mon¬ 
tana”  was  first  published  for  the  1951  session  of  the  Montana  Legislature. 

The  first  edition  had  a  light  green  cover  which  noted  it  was  “Compliments 
of  Sen.  J.  Hugo  Aronson.”  History  buffs  know  that  Aronson,  a  Republican 
oil  producer  from  Cut  Bank,  was  elected  Montana  governor  the  following 
year.  The  first  book  was  compiled  by  E.N.  Joffray  who  was  an  assistant 
sergeant- at- arms.  It  is  unclear  whether  he  served  in  the  Senate  or  the  House 
of  Representatives.  In  addition  to  Gov.  John  Bonner,  Lt.  Gov.  Paul  Cannon 
and  the  legislators,  photos  of  the  secretary  of  the  senate,  chief  clerk  of  the 
house  and  sergeant-at-arms  in  both  bodies  appeared  in  the  first  book.  This, 
however,  was  the  only  year  staff  photos  were  printed. 

Subsequent  “Lawmakers  of  Montana”  in  the  1950’s  had  light  colored  tan, 
green  and  blue  covers  until  1959  when  the  cover  was  metallic  gold,  similar 
to  the  copper  cover  today.  Those  editions  were  “Compliments  of  The  Inde¬ 
pendent  Record.”  The  only  session  since  1951  for  which  “Lawmakers  of 
Montana”  was  not  published  was  1961.  This  was  roughly  the  time  the  Ana¬ 
conda  Copper  Company  sold  its  Montana  newspapers,  including  Helena’s 
Independent  Record,  to  Lee  Enterprises.  Eormer  Montana  Gov.  Tim  Babcock 
and  former  House  member  Jerome  Anderson,  a  long-time  lobbyist,  have 
confirmed  that  this  is  why  no  book  was  published  for  that  session. 

Publication  resumed  for  the  1963  session  and  has  continued  until  today 
with  basically  the  same  format.  These  versions  have  all  had  metallic  cop¬ 
per  covers,  hence  the  book’s  nickname,  the  “Copper  Book.”  The  Anaconda 
Company,  Butte,  published  the  book  until  it  became  a  sibsidiary  of  Atlan¬ 
tic  Richfield.  When,  for  the  1987  session,  Atlantic  Richfield  announced  it 
would  no  longer  publish  “Lawmakers  of  Montana,”  a  group  of  trade  asso¬ 
ciations  banded  together  to  assure  this  yearbook  of  legislators  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  printed. 

“Lawmakers  of  Montana”  remains  a  valuable  resource  for  legislators,  lob¬ 
byists  and  reporters  as  well  as  the  public  with  its  photos  and  background 
information  about  each  of  the  150  legislators  plus  the  governor  and  the 
lieutenant  governor.  This  is  thanks  to  those  listed  at  the  front  of  the  book 
who  have  chosen  to  be  sponsors  of  this  great  Montana  tradition.
